AX SLASH PROSPECTS 

Senator Smoot's assurance that the 
forthcoming session of Congress will con- 
sider a tax reduction program is news of the 
sort that the public has come to expect 
since Secretary Mellon assumed sway over 
the Treasury Department. However, as The 
Times has previously pointed out, the cumu- 
lative effect of previous tax reductions is 
steadily cutting into national income, and 
Congress also will have before it the neces- 
sity of providing for some extraordinary ex- 
penditures, including naval construction, 
Colorado River contro! and Mississippi flood 
protection. Efforts will be made also to put 
through some form of a farm relief measure 
to cost $250,000,000 or more. 
| -Last year’s record-breaking 
$635,000,000 does not seem likely be 
equaled again in this generation. ‘This 
year's surplus is only $338,000,000 and next

|. year’s,,Jf the present rates are unaltered, 
will be about $215,000,000, according to] 


Washington estimates, and less if the rates 
are cut. Thus when Senator Smoot speaks 
of a possible $350,000,000 decrease, it may 
be that he is somewhat optimistic. Such a 
slash evidently would have to be paid for in 
part from this year’s surplus, and might 
bring about a deficit the following year, 
especially since business may be quiet as 
the result of the uncertainties of a Presi- 
dential campaign.

The major projects that must be under- 
taken, the Colorado and Mississippi flood 
control programs and naval expansion, 
seem to loom as formidable obstacles to the 
projected reductions, but they are really 
lesser hindrances than they appear. While 
their drain upon the treasury will be con- 
} siderable in the sum total, the amount they 
will require In any one year will be com- 
paratively small, as Secretary Hoover point- 
ed out on his recent visit here. The same 
may be said of the St. Lawrence waterway 
project, which Congress may or may not get 
to in a very busy_session, but which prob- 
ably will have to be provided for some time. 
It must be remembered, however, that gen- 
eral government expenses are continually 
increasing as the country grows, and that 
Congress has never yet been able to limit 
itself in making appropriations, to the fig- 
ures of the national budget. The increases 
have been made always over the protests 
and sometimes over the vetoes of President 
Coolidge, but they have been made.

That Los Angeles couaty is doing its 
share toward preserving forests and taking 


} care of all trees that come under its con- 


trol is set forth by the report just issued to 
the Board of Supervisors by the Forestry 
Department. Since trees and woodlands are 
indispensable to the welfare of this com- 
munity, every resident of Los Angeles 
county is interested in the contents of this 
report. 

Three main duties devolve upon our 
county forestry division; to plant and 
maintain park ground and roadside trees; 
to propugate seed both for forestation and 
growing ornamental stock; and to collect 
tree and brush seed for forestation of all 
county watersheds. 

During the last fiscal year the department 
planted 2000 roadside trees, or approxi- 
mately ten miles of highways on both sides. 
Beautiful roads help to insure good citizen- 
ship by promoting civic pride and increas- 
ing property values. Plans are on foot to 
greatly augment this work: in the next 
twelve months. 

Work in the county watersheds is, of 
course, econom and fundamentally a 
more important function of our county 
forestry. Brush cover for water conserva- 
tion and the reforesting of burnt-over areas 
have been attended to by the Forestry De- 
partment in co-operation with the Southern 
Branch of the California Forest Experiment 
Station. Cover types havé been studied 
and mapped. Natural vegetation to pre- 
vent erosion and check-damming to reduce 
flood damage has been under investigation. 
‘A fire hazard map has been carefully 
drawn and the relationship between water 
use and rainfall been definitely determined. 

This fiscal year has been an extremely 
busy one for the construction division. 
The majority of the necessary main fire 
breaks has been completed and a start 
made on the laterals. Patrol stations con- 
nected by telephone with headquarters have 
been established where heavy brush condi- 
tions prevail. The elfin forest as well as 
the timbered sections thus have been 
brought under fire protection. The effec- 
tiveness of the fire department is proved 
by the fact that though the county popula- 
tian hag increased there has been a marked 
decrease in the number and seriousness of 
destructive fires. 

The department has collected seeds for 
forestation of pine, spruce and California 
walnut amounting to 1084 pounds, and in 
addition 8313 pounds of brush seed, chiefly 
cascara and wild cherry. At the Altadena 
nursery it has on hand 631,378 planted 
seedlings. It bas distributed and planted 
122,719 trees along various watersheds, It 
has responded to 427 fire calls. It has built 
35.87 miles of new fire breaks and main- 
tained forty-nine miles of old ones. It has 
installed. fifty miles of permanent and 
—ee miles of temporary telephone 

es. 

In providing for its trees, forests and 
watersheds Los Angeles county sets a good 
example to the State and nation.

ARSHAL FOCH ON DEMOCRACY 

One of the greatest soldiers of all 
time, Marshal Foch is also a leading advo 
cate of peace—democratic peace. In his'ad- 
dress to American veterans assembled in 
France, the quondam generalissimo of the 
Allied armies made the following notable 
declaration in definition of the aims of 
democracy. 

“It is in order to maintain law and order, 
fo inculcate a sense of individual obliga: 
tion to the community, State and nation, to 
combat the autocracy of both the classes 
and the masses, to promote peace and good 
will upon earth and to Make right\the mas 
ter of might that you are united. th your 
sense of realization of men of you | 
take from our walls the words ‘liberty’ and 
‘fraternity’ to make them the practical form 
of true democracy, opening to everybody 
through work and peace the widest horizon.” 


If Marshal Foch were not one of the great- 
est of modern Frenchmen he could be with- 
out the slightest alteration one of the 
staunchest of Americans. His declarations 
against mass control, dictatorship, lawless- 
ness and indifference are part and parcel 
of the plan of democracy in this republic. 
His plea for peace and democracy through 
work ander conditions of liberty and 
brotheriiood fits snugly into the spirit of the 
United States of America, 

“The widest horizon” which he points out 
embraces a comparatively small part of the 
world at the present moment, but through 
the spirit of France and America, “united” 
in might, it can be pushed back to include 
all who seek peace under the conditions of 
liberty and fraternity that symbolize the 
democracy of the two greatest modern re 
publics. Marshal Foch'’s definition of de- 
mocracy from the standpoint of a soldier 
advocate of peace is clear and sufficient. He 
gave it to men who understand his meaning 
and live in its spirit and will carry it on to 
their sons and daughters.
